Applicant had been advised that all of claims 1 , 9, 23, and 32 suffered from a 
enablement issue because the Specification had not expressly delineated whether the 
ranges recited alluded to number-average or weight-average molecular weight nor was 
there any other disclosures that Applicant could rely upon to correct this matter. 
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Applicant agreed to the removal of molecular weight wherever it was mentioned in the 
claims. 

The Examiner also questioned whether or not Applicant had support for a binder 
that contained polyurethane and fluoropolymer to the exclusion of acrylic resin. 
Applicant acknowledged that the Specification did indeed suggest that all of these 
materials should be present together per the requirements of original claims 3 and 25. 

Concerning the amendment of claims 41 , 43. and 44, it was necessary to amend 
these claims because, the method claims to which they had alluded were not method 
claims but, rather, methods of making a coating composition. 

In an updated survey of the prior art, the Examiner encountered Anderson et al., 
U.S. Patent # 6,610,777. They describe a coating composition that, in its broadest 
description, includes a silicone resin, crosslinker, and binder. Relevant to the present 
claims, the binder may be a mixture of acrylic polymer and polyurethane (paragraph 
bridging columns 16 and 17). Suitable crosslinking agents comprise many of the same 
classes of compound as are contemplated in claim 7 (paragraph bridging claims 20 and 
21 ). Fillers that impart one or more benefits including abrasion resistance are also 
added to the composition and boron nitride is among those fillers that may be used 
(Table A). Finally, it is considered that the fillers may be treated with a surfactant to 
improve their dispersability and fluoroethylene-alkyi vinyl ether copolymers are listed as 
one possible surfactant (column 37, lines 11-13). Although the reference teaches all of 
the materials that make up the instant invention, it would be necessary to "pick-and- 
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choose" from numerous alternatives for as many as three of five of Applicant's required 
Ingredients. Accordingly, the Examiner believes that the invention is not fairly 
suggested/rendered obvious by this document. 

No references more germane that that cited herein, and in earlier stages of 
prosecution, were located. Therefore, claims 1-2, 4-7, 9, 11-17, 19-24, 26-29, 31, and 
33-44 are deemed allowable.
